task of bringing our dream of “A Home of Our Own” 

into reality: Fundraising! Hence, the Fundraising 
Committee has been reconstituted and has been hard at 
work for the last few weeks developing detailed plans for 
raising the $240,000 purchase price of the Caselli Avenue 
building. Prior to this part.of the campaign, we had approx- 
imately $50,000 in the Building Fund coffers, leaving the 
Fund-raising Committee with a goal of an additional 
$190,000 to be raised. 

With Irene Ogus as its hard-working Chair, the Commit- 
tee is well into Phase I of its fundraising strategy to meet 
their goal of raising $125,000 from the following “internal” 
groups. This phase involves contacting: (1) the 81 existing 
pledgors regarding their pledge schedule and possible in- 
creases in pledges (completed by mid-June); (2) the 250 non- 
members on the Congregation’s mailing list (to be complet- 
ed by late June); and (3) the 120 “old” members who did not 
pledge during the 1981 phase of the Building Campaign and 
“new” members who joined since 1981 (to be completed by 
late July). This phase involves phone calls, mailings and so- 
cial gatherings to acquaint each of those contacted with spe- 
cifics of the building, the campaign and the contribution 
each can make to helping the congregation obtain A Home 
of Our Own. 

New updated brochures are being printed, including a 
brochure with endorsements from political leaders and 

Cash Raised leaders in the Jewish community which will be available in 
Caselli Avenue Building Fund mid-July to send to friends and relatives who might be inter- 
ested in helping us realize our goal. 

As of press time, the total cash and pledges is approxi- 
ee mately $95,000. Our Campaign Thermometer shows the 
ee eee ee total cash raised to date. We are thankful to all of those who

Every 
summer my staff and I take about 30 patients to a 
camp in the mountains north of La Honda in San Mateo 
County. Most of the patients live in low income hotels in the 
Tenderloin or in board and care homes throughout the city. 
It’s wonderful to see the effect the beauty of the camp setting 
has on them. They seem to come alive again. And so do we. 
Change is important for all of us, and it’s important for 
institutions as well, including synagogues. But the most ef- 
fective change is that which allows us to hold on to the best 
of the old, while moving toward the new. 

All of which is a roundabout way of saying how gladI am 
that our immediate past president, Cheryl Orvis, has agreed 
to serve with me on the new Executive Committee. There

Mark B. Feldman 
1952-1983 


ONGREGATION SHA’AR ZAHAV mourns the death of 

Mark Feldman on June 2. Mark was a member of the 

Congregation for many years, a member of the 
Va‘ad and was instrumental in our drive to acquire “A Home 
of Our Own” —having coined that phrase during the 1981 
building campaign. 

Mark was well-known in San Francisco as a community 
activist—working with many organizations, both within 
and without the gay and lesbian community. When he con- 
tracted AIDS last fall, his reaction to it was with the concern 
and awareness of a true activist. His primary concern 
throughout his illness was to serve the community through 
his example and active involvement in public education of 
gays and non-gays regarding AIDS. Mark wrote “I would 
deny all my life’s hopes, dreams and visions if I didn’t try to 


turn the focus of AIDS from fear and death to hope € 
wellness.” 

Although the funeral was held in New York, the Congre- 
gation held a memorial service on June 8 at Sinai Memorial 
Chapel in San Francisco. The breadth of Mark's involve- 
ments, friendships and the esteem in which he was held was 
shown by the group of over 500 friends and associates who 
attended the service to honor his memory. Organized and 
led by our Ritual Committee, many of Mark’s friends parti- 
cipated in the readings and prayers or gave eulogies. In 
addition, members of the Congregation held a minyon 
every Sunday evening in June to say Kaddish for Mark. For 
those who were not able to attend the Memorial Service, 
some of those remarks are printed here so that we might all 
share in their kind and beautiful thoughts. 


Mark—A Tribute 


We are here to be comforted and to mourn the loss of a 
good friend who died much too young. But more than that, 
to celebrate Mark’s life. 

As we all know, Mark was a prince—a classic Jewish 
American Prince! I can feel him looking down at us now— 
counting the house! 

Wise, gentle, fiesty and frustrating at times; counselor, 
consoler, peacemaker—Mark reminded me of an unlikely 
combination of Rupert Brooke and Zorba the Greek. Like 
Brooke, another beautiful man who died young, “the years 
had given him kindness. Dawn was his, and sunset, and the 
colors of the earth. He heard music, knew slumber and wak- 
ing, loved, went proudly friended, felt the quick stir of 
won-der, sat alone; touched flowers, furs, cheeks. All this is 
ended.” 

But like Zorba, he had a wonderful zest for life. Remem- 
ber the touching scene at the end of the movie where Alan 
Bates is reading a last letter from Zorba, and Zorba writes, 
“Good night, Boss. Whatever I have done, I have no regrets. 
I've done heaps and heaps of things in my life, but I still did 
not do enough. Men like me should live a thousand years!” 
Indeed. Or at least a hundred. Not 31. 

I think Mark’s finest hour was at the candlelight march in 
May. When he finished speaking and with a great dramatic 
flourish put the crown on his head and waved to the crowd, 
he ended once and fcr all the image of those with AIDS as 
passive, helpless victims, accepting their fate like sheep. He 
showed us instead a group of men with class, with unbeliev- 
able courage, and enormous dignity. A man Mark never 
met was in the crowd that night, and the next day he wrote 
him a letter, a letter Mark and his mother showed to every- 
one who came to the hospital to visit. “I’ve been thinking all 
day what to say to you,” the author wrote, “and I just can’t 
come up with the right words. First of all, Ilove you. I hadn't 
had a good night's sleep since I first heard of AIDS, but after 
the candlelight march, I did. When you placed the crown on 
your head, my fears of dying were released. I realized the 
same thing I realized when I came out—that I’m not alone. 
And if I do get AIDS, there will be the same love and under- 
standing for me as there is for you.” 

Watching Mark, Gary, Bob Reynolds, Bobbie, the others 
on the speakers platform, what ran through my mind was a 


deeply moving passage from the old Yom Kippur liturgy: 
“men renowned for their power, giving counsel by their 
understanding, wise, eloquent in their instructions. All 
these are honored in their generations and are the glory of 
their times. There are among them some who have left a 
name behind them, that their praises might be sung. And 
some who have no memorial, who perished as though they 


‘had never been. But these are merciful men, whose right- 


eousness has not been forgotten. Their kind shall remain 
forever and their glory shall not be blotted out.” @ 

Mark’s body is buried in peace, but his name will live 
this Congregation, in this community, and in the hearts of 
those who loved him. 

And so, like Zorba, like a king who had taken part in the 
festivity, he rose, opened the door, and without turning 
back, crossed the threshold. 

Shalom, Marko. And bravo! Bravo for a life all too short, 
but a life magnificently lived. Bravo! Bravo!

We will stand 
together, forever united as we create “A Home of Our Own” 
we will stand together and be united as a community for 


peace. 
Our brother, our friend. You have not died in vain. © 
As you would say, L’Chaim. To life, for life. 
May you rest in peace.

Va’ad Report 


HE JUNE VA’AD MEETING, held at 201 Caselli Avenue, 

: included a request by Aaron Cooper for a financial 

contribution towards the production of 100,000 
“Fight AIDS” armbands being produced by the local AIDS 
Political Action Network (AIDS PAN). As a member of 
AIDS PAN, Aaron is coordinating this project for distribu- 
tion at the Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day Parade. The Va’ad 
voted to allocate $250 from the Phooey-on-AIDS Fund. 

Complete plans for Sha’ar Zahav’s participation at Free- 
dom Day were reviewed. The synagogue contingent will 
march together wearing the bright new t-shirts designed es- 
pecially for that day. We will have a booth promoting con- 
gregational activities and the Building Campaign in addi- 
tion to selling our traditional knishes. 

The matter of sending two delegates to the Eighth Interna- 
tional Conference of Gay & Lesbian Jews (World Congress 
meetings) was discussed. Chery] asked for names of individ- 
uals interested in representing the congregation.
